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Originally,  Bull  on  Bull  was  conceived  as  a directory  to  guide  incoming 
freshmen  students  to  the  regular  Duke  spots  in  Durham.  However,  in  the  process 
of  planning,  we  recognized  that  a guide  to  Durham  encompassing  the  interests 
and  needs  of  the  entire  student  body  was  needed.  Hence,  this  is  the  goal  of 
the  book. 

In  our  exploration,  we  discovered  a friendly  and  growing  community, 
strong  in  culture  and  in  areas  of  natural  beauty.  We  were  overwhelmed  by 
the  opportunities  and  services  that  are  available  in  a city  of  Durham's  size 
and  manufacturing  background.  What  we  have  included  in  the  guide  represents, 
by  no  means,  a complete  list  of  any  aspect  of  the  community.  It  does  offer 
the  reader  a basic  catalogue  of  what  is  available  and  some  of  the  details  of 
specific  establishments  such  as  operating  hours,  terms  of  payment  and  speci- 
alties. The  information  is  not  definitive.  Prices,  hours  and  policies  fluc- 
tuate and  even  the  institutions  and  businesses  themselves  come  and  go. 

However,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  all  information  is  correct  as  of  date 
of  publication. 

We  have  tried  to  be  completely  objective  in  Bull  on  Bull.  Most  infor- 
mation was  supplied  by  employees,  management  or  owners  of  each  business. 
Certainly,  some  of  the  restaurants,  stores  and  offices  in  each  section  are 
much  more  popular  with  Duke  students  than  others.  However,  we  suggest  that 
you  consider  all  of  the  information  provided  and  not  limit  yourself  to  your 
familiar  routine.  You  may  discover  a new  favorite.
